Manila itself is quiet on the sur­ 
face, but undercurrents of bubbling 
excitement today are following in the 
wake of yesterday’s events.

Wood administration, who quit the 
presidency of the Philippine senate 
in the general walkout, made the fol­ 
lowing statement to the Associated 
Press, all or a portion of which is be­ 
lieved to have been embodied in a 
message cabled by the Filipino load­ 
ers to President Harding as a pre­ 
sentation ol their side of the case. 
“We welcome the present crisis be­ 
cause it will call the attention of 
congress to the need for a definite 
status of government here.

“In taking this stand peacefully, 
but firmly, we feel that we only are 
defending the principles of democra­ 
cy and good government, and the 
rights already granted the Filipino 
people by the people of the United 
States.” 
It is understood that the cable to 
President Harding, which was sent 
under the auspices of both houses 
of the legislature also reminds the 
chief executive of his statement some 
months ago to the Philippines inde­ 
pendence mission that there would 
be no back step in the local govern­ 
ment of the islands. 
The legislature also is considering 
sending a special delegation to Wash­ 
ington to lay before the president 
the Filipino side of the case. 
Governor General Wood has issued 
no statement here since he accepted 
the resignations of the members of 
the cabinet and the council of state.

McClure was 55 years old and mar­ 
ried. 
Mrs. Thompson was 30. 
Fred Webb, a negro janitor, told 
the police that when he returned to 
the undertaker’s rooms early tonight 
he foound McClure bending 
over 
Mrs. Thompson’s body at the bottom 
of th * elevator shaft. 
“She has fallen down the shaft,” 
the negro quoted him as saying. 
McClure ordered him to call physi­ 
cians, the negro said, after he and 
McClure had carried the woman’s 
body from the shaft . Physicians ar­ 
rived and examined the body. 
Mc­ 
Clure left when laey a rriv e . When 
the doctors asked to see th proprie­ 
tor of the establishment, a search 
was started, which culminated with 
the discovery of McClure’s hotly in 
the morgue. 
The door into the elevator shaft 
was found to have been left open. 
Blood was found on the elevator. 
Following an examination of the 
bodies and a cursory investigation, 
Dr. H. E. Moss, deputy coroner, as­ 
serted his theory to be that McClure, 
discovered with the body, had been 
unnerved by the possibility that he 
might be 
confronted 
by 
murder 
charges and had taken his own life 
in preference to facing an ordeal. 
McClure, he said, probably was on 
the second story where coffins are 
stored, when Mrs. Thompson went to 
him to summon him to the office. Re­ 
turning, the deputy coroner assumed, 
she fell dow'n the shaft.

Senator Oscar Underwood is strong of 
faith. According to a dispatch from W ash­ 
ington to the New York Times, the vacancy 
in the United States supreme court filed by 
the appointment of Pierce Butler was offer­ 
ed first to Mr. Underwood who declined it 
because he preferred to run for the demo­ 
cratic nomination for president. 
A man does not lightly refuse an ap­ 
pointment to the supreme bench. 
Mr. Un­ 
derwood's decision must have been inspired 
by a pretty firm conviction not only that 
the democrats were due to win the coming 
year but that he had an excellent chance of 
being the democratic standard bearer. 
Some of the republicans, in their enthus­ 
iasm over the

of President Har- 
- ding’s western trip, have let their emotions 
"get the better of them. That Mr. Harding’s 
trip has had notable political results is not 
open to question. 
But those

are 
sharply limited. They do not extend to the 
election but are confined to the question of 

In other words, 
Mr. Harding’s tour has practically assured 
his nomination by the republican party, but 
-it has not by any means assured his re-elec­ 
tion to the presidency. Indeed, it is doubt­ 
ful whether the tour has improved republi­ 
can prospects in the election in the slightest 
-degree. 
So Mr. Underwood’s conviction that next 
year will be a democratic year need not be 
a bit less firm now than it was when he is 
said to have refused the judgeship offered 
him. 
As for his hopes of being the nomi­ 
nee, he has not the inside track at present. 
If any man can be said to have the advan­ 
tage of position just now, it seems to be 
Mr. McAdoo. 
But there is time for a dozen shifts of 
sentiment and opinion between now and 
the convention. 
Mr. Underwood shows a 
disposition to go after this prize energeti­ 
cally and he seems to have a definite plan 
of action mapped out, a plan which makes 
a good impression in so far as it has reveal­ 
ed, though so far we have little more tl\an 
a hint of it.

MOUNTAIN 
STATION 
July 18.—After lying idle for several 
years, discarded as being unproduc­ 
tive, 
Iron 
Mountain 
Is 
again a 
scene of activity as two hundred 
tons of iron are being turned out 
daily. 
At the present time exten­ 
sive improvements are being made 
at the plant, and according to W. T, 
May, superintendent of the mines, 
they will be producing from one to 
two thousand tons daily within a 
few months. 
While the deposits cf Iron Moun­ 
tain are insignificant when compar­ 
ed to the vast ore deposits of Michi­ 
gan, prest t day 
estimates show 
that the district can turn out 
ap­ 
proximately 100,000 tons of fine ore 
yearly for many years. 
The exact 
extent of the deposits cannot yet be 
determined. 
Iron Mountain itself lies In the 
heart of this great iron region of 
Missouri, and stretching for two and 
one half miles to each side of the 
Mountain. 
The ore is so abundant 
taht it can be seen and 
gathered 
from the surface of the ground. 
Because the mines have been dor­ 
mant for so many years residents 
of the district are still skeptical con­ 
cerning the ricness of the deposit. 
Mr. May says he has a hard time 
convincing the natives that there is 
ore of untold w*ealth in the region. ( 
“When I first came here 
three! 
years ago, people inquired concern­ 
ing my business. When I told them 
I was working the mines of Iron 
Mountain, they laughed 
and 
said, 
W eir you wont 
he with us long/ 
But the ore is there, vast quantities 
of it. 
Our only problem is to find 
an economical way of producing it.” 
Three years ago, after making an 
extensive survey of 
the 
district, 
Leonard Busby, head of the Chicago 
City Railway 
company 
purchased 
the district and began mining activin 
ties. 
There

setbacks, 
near failures, and sometimes 
dis-

uation of the buildings, machinery 
and mill is estimated at three and 
one half million dollars and many 
new improvements are 
now under 
construction. 
The ore deposits of Iron Moun­

and 
mined by the early settlers in this 
state. 
Joe Pratt, the first owner of 
the mines, purchased the district 
from France, and secured confirma­ 
tion of his land grant from the Unit­ 
ed States at the time of the Louis­ 
iana purchase. 
These early settlers removed ap­ 
proximately 
three and 
one half 
million tons of ore from the depos­ 
its before the mines were aband­ 
oned. 
There are enormous piles of 
chat to the side of the excavation 
of these early settlers w'hich can 
again be used by the present own­ 
ers because of newer methods of ex­ 
tracting the ore. 
Shortly after the opening of the 
Missouri ore deposits, the Michigan 
deposits became so much more pro­ 
ductive and ore there was produced 
in such vast quantities that it sold 
at a price prohibitive to Missouri 
miners. The high cost of transporta 
tion and production forced the clos- 
ing of the Iron Mouhtaln mines, and 
led many persons to believe that the 
mines were closed because the de* 
posits had been exhausted.

Evidence Tends To Show 
Organized Band Has 
Been Operating. 


OVER TWENTY CARS 
WERE RECOVERED 


Two Men Taken In Cus­ 
tody at Boonville Held 
For Investigation. 


By Associated Presa. 


JE FFE R SO N CITY, Mo., July 14. 
— The biggest roundup of autom obile 
thieves ever conducted in M issouri, 
is in progress, C harles 
U. Becker, 
secretary of state, today inform ed 
th e A ssociated Press. Evidence tend­ 
ing to show th a t an organized band 
of m otor thieves is operating in the 
sta te and th a t they have been dis­ 
posing of the cars through agents 
operating in Cooper, M iller, M organ 
and M oniteau counties, is now in the 
hands of police officials, through the 
efforts of th e departm ent. 
The secretary of state's office was 
"tipped off” tw o w eeks ago th at such 
conditions existed. 
A fter a careful 
investigation of the source, work 
w as begun on the case lest Monday. 
By W ednesday evening seven cars 
h ad been rcovered and today the 
lis t w as close to tw enty, B ecker said. 
H e declared the depaitm ent expect­ 
ed to recover betw een 75 and 80 
cars in the four counties. 
A m ajority of the cars recovered 
b e ar th e nam e of a prom inent U*- 
tro it m otor car m anufacturer ana 
largely are of the closed type. 
M ost 
of th e cars recovered are from St. 
Louis, though cars from 
Chicago 
and o th er cities have been found. 
Two m en are 
under 
a rre st a t 
Boonville, Mo., held for investiga­ 
tion. 
They are Lewis Schlelb, of 
p ra irie Home, Cooper County, 
and 
Jo h n Jones, of Boonville. Schielb is 
an autom obile m echanic and Jones a 
Used car dealer. 
A large num ber of cars have been 
sold In th e four counties 
nam ed 
w ithout certificates of title, B ecker 
said. “In every case we find,” 
he 
continued, "w here a car has been 
sold w ithout crtiflcate of title 
we 
are going to apply an acid te st to 
th e m otor block of the car to deter­ 
m ine if it is a stolen car. 
In every 
c ar we have found so far the m otor 
num bers have been altered and we 
have revealed the fact through a se­ 
cret ncld te st which we apply/’ 
A telephone call to Boonville re­ 
vealed th a t Sheriff C harles H ull of 
Cooper County had gone to Jam es­ 
tow n, Mo., in search of m ore stolen 
cars. 
B ecker asserted 12 cars had been 
recovered a t Boonville, four a t Cali­ 
fornia and two at P rairie Home, Mo. 
Several others had been obtained at 
Boonville today, Deputy Sheriff W. 
S. H ull said. 
A vigorous investigation will be 
m ade of all cars in the state having 
b ut one state license tag, it was de­ 
clared. 
"W here a car is exhibiting 
b u t one tag, our conclusion is th at 
som e ono else is using the other, 
and we are determ ined to find out 
who th a t "som e one” is,” B ecker 
declared.

"Our institutions have been „aken 
out of politics, and placed on a non­ 
partisan working 
basis," he 
said. 
"The old system of making our state 
institutions a field in w’hich to pro­ 
m ote the cause of the political am ­ 
bitious and a place for Individuals 
to work for private gain has passed. 
To return to the old regime would 
be to take a st.* p backward in the de­ 
velopm ent of our state hospitals." 
"The hospitals today are controlled 
by a bi-partisan board consisting of 
six members, three 
democrats and 
three republicans. 
The work of the 
board however is non-partisan. 
We 
employ our assistants and select our 
superintendents 
considering 
their 
ability rath er than their political af­ 
filiations." 
Caring for 884 of the States insane 
H ospital No. 4 is one of the 
most 
m odern institutions of the six hos­ 
pitals. 
Built on the 
cottage 
plan 
which lends a more homelike atmos­ 
phere, located upon 
981 
acres of 
beautifully kept land, everything is 
planned for the peace and content­ 
m ent of the patients to aid in their 
recovery. 
There are nineteen build­ 
ings of the 
institution, 
and 
every 
scientific method is employed to re­ 
store the insane to normal mental­ 
ity. 
Muffs, straight jackets, hand-cuffs, 
and other methods of subduing those 
Violently insane have been abolished. 
According to the new theory for 
curing 
those 
mentally 
abnormal, 
their recovery is a m atter of keeping 
the patients 
occupied and 
supple­ 
m enting 
normal 
for 
abnormal 
•thought. 
Class room exercises 
in­ 
clude physical education, singing and 
‘such forms of work as basket weav­ 
ing, rug making, toy making, 
and 
chair earning. 
Only recently has surgical aid been 
supplied in the hospitals.

need of surgical attention had to be 
sent to some other hospital, but w’ork 
is now’ being done to establish facili­ 
ties for surgical attention for the pa­ 
tients.

and our earth contains a greater va­ 
riety of econom ic m inerals than any 
other state of the 
U nited 
States. 
M issouri’s history began with a con­ 
quest fo- m ineral deposit . 
Phillip 
Reno, a Frenchm an w ith 200 followT- 
ers, wras one cf the first explorers 
to this country in the search for min­ 
erals. 
H e m ade an effort to develop 
the Ozark regions. 
M issouri has nearly every kind of 
m ineral. 
In St. 
Francois 
County 
lies the greatest lead producing coun 
try in the world. 
Fifty per cent of 
the barite of the world is mined in 
M issouri. 
N ear St. Louis 
is 
the 
greatest fire clay district 
in 
the 
U nited States next to the deposits of 
P ennsylvania.

LONDON, July 20.—Additional al­ 
terations were made today In the 
text of the draft reply to Germany’s 
reparations memorandum by the Brit­ 
ish cabinet, which met in the pre­ 
m ier’s room in the house of commons 
this morning. Unless it should seem 
exdepient to make some eleventh 
hour changes, the document probably 
will be despatched to the allied and 
American governments tonight. 
It is understood that the suggested 
reply contains about 1,400 words and 
is to the standard of cognecy and 
forcefulness 
usually characterizing 
documents prepared by Lord CurzoD, 
the secretary for foreign affairs and 
that it is marked throughout by a 
most moderate and amicable tone. 
There is 
still 
some 
doubt as to 
whether the much discussed supple­ 
mentary memorandum of an explana­ 
tory nature will be sent with the 
draft. The second document may be 
confined merely to the form of a cov­ 
ering letter, this point to be settled 
by the cabinet later in the day. 
Among the multiplicity of forecasts 
offered the public b? the political 
oracles, it seems safe to accept the 
prediction that the note will deal 
with the appointment of an interna­ 
tional committee of experts to ap­ 
praise Germany’s assets and that it 
will suggest to Germany that Great 
Britain is prepared to ask France to 
reduce the occupationary forces to a 
minimum so that Germany’s indus­ 
trial and mining plants in that region 
shall be free to contribute to the pay­ 
ment of reparations. 
In return for 
this Germany will be expected to 
countermand all ordinances for pas­ 
sive resistance. 
It is also considered certain that 
Great Britain will not offer to can­ 
cel the French, Italian and Belgian 
debts as suggested by some reports. 
This prosposition never has been dis­ 
cussed with the allies, and even if it 
had been, it is considered entirely 
irrevelant to the reply to German’s 
reparations note. 
The present documents have broad­

Is the resignation of an assistant secre­ 
tary of agriculture of so much importance 
that the department is justified in mailing 
to every newspaper in the country a copy 
of the letter of resignation, a copy of the 
| letter of acceptance, and a third sheet an­ 
nouncing the incident? 
Such nonessential 
work as this is one reason why all the de­ 
partments at Washington 
require 
many 
more employes than are necessary for their 
(essential labors in carrying on the govern­ 
ment. The same envelope which contained 
these enclosures carried a five-page state­ 
ment that the secretary of agriculture is 
goingto Alaska, and some commonplace in­ 
formation about the territory, taken large­ 
ly from the census reports. It is not fair to 
the secretary of agriculture to assume that 
he personally prepares such unnecessary 
communications that load 
up the mails, 
under his name. 
The department of agri­ 
culture probably is no worse than some of 
the other departments in this method of 
squandering the public funds. These mul­ 
titudinous nonessentials account for mil­ 
lions of dollars of the taxpayers* money 
wasted by the government. They keep the 
the list of government 
employes 
larger 
than it should be and they load the postal 
department with

;Among the many laws which have just 
copie into effect in Missouri is a “blue sky’* 
law, designed to prevent the sale of worth­ 
ie r stocks, bonds and other “securities.** 
Since the oil developments in the south­ 
west disclosed 
millions 
of wealth, great 
quantities of wildcat oil 
stock 
has been 
dumped upqn the market, 
and 
brokers 
wlfo peddle it usually have little difficulty 
in ‘finding 
buyers, 
according to the St. 
Joseph News-Press. They demonstrate the 
truth of the old adage that “a sucker is 
born every minute.** It was to protect the 
suckers and put fake promoters out of busi­ 
ness that Missouri, in common with many 
otljer states, enacted a blue sky law. 
An 
outstanding feature of the new act requires 
alfTStealers in securities to register at the 
staie finance department. 
That gives the 
department opportunity to check up, inves­ 
tigate the stock they have for sale and as­ 
certain if it is a safe investment. 
There 
are various other provisions, but they are 
subordinate to this one. 
While the law is 
designed to protect the gullible, it will be 
readily apparent that the protection can 
beionly partial at best. 
Stock swindlers 
TfJrSbably will ignore the registration fea­ 
ture of the law. Uusuallv they work under 
cover. They do not appeal to the general 
public, but select a few “prospects** in a re­ 
s tr ic te d neighborhood, center their atten­ 
tion upon these, make a quick clean-up, 
and leave the state.

Pepper Relish.—Take one dozen 
sweet green peppers and the same 
of sweet red peppers, fourteen me­ 
dium-sized onions, one cupful of 
sugar, two cupfuls of vinegar, one 
tablespoonful of salt, boil 15 min­ 
utes. Seal while hot. 
While the wild mushrooms are 
plentiful be sure to make some— 
Mushoom Catsup.—Wipe careful­ 
ly but do not wash, fresh mush­ 
rooms. 
Put them in layers, well 
sprinkled with salt, in an earthen 
dish, cover with a clean folded 
cloth and let stand in tlie warm 
kitchen for 24 hours. 
Now wash 
and strain them through a sieve. 
To every quart of this liquor add 
one ounce of peppercorns and boll 
slowly for half an hour. Then add 
one-fourth of an ounce of allspice 
(whole), one-half ounce of ginger 
root, one dozen whole cloves, three 
blades of mace and cook 15 min­ 
utes. 
Take from the fire, drain 
again and bottle. 
Dip corks in 
paraffin.

RICHLAND, Mo., July 20.—Archae-; 
ologists cf the Smithsopian Institute,! 
Washington D. C., are planning to 
make 
a thorough 
investigation of J 
the vicinity near Richland on the 
Gasconade River in search of infor- * 
mation concerning an ancient civil!-. 
zation which it is believed existed; 
here. 
The country, one 
of 
scenic 
beauty has many caves and springs 
and certain evidences of inhabitation 
in ancient years. 
About a year ago while digging in I 
one of the most beautiful caves, E. I 
A. Eteckel, who is constructing a 
summer resort on his property, un­ 
earthed relics of some ancient tribe. 
There were bones, parts of skeletons, 
skulls, some pottery and beads. The 
bones have been examined but au­ 
thorities have failed to agree upon 
the age of them or what race of 
people have left them there. 
Because of the nature of the skulls 
which have abruptly receeding fore­ 
heads, a characteristic of the Abori­ 
gine Indians some believe that mem­ 
bers of that race were buried there. 
Others because of the formation ot 
the soil under which the bones were 
found estimate their age to be ap­ 
proximately 2,000 years. 
Mr. Steckel made a report of his 
find to the Smithsonian Institute and 
has been requested 
to discontinue 
any digging in that locality until the 
authorities could make 
a thorough 
investigation.

close the front of the cave, wire it 
with electric lights and make a re­ 
ception room and a dance floor. He 
had started work of clearing the first 
chamber when the bones were found. 
The cave, very picturesque and a 
source of curiosity and interest to 
tourists and summer vacationists is 
located high upon a hill overlooking 
the Gasconade River. 
The opening 
is about ten feet in height and 20 
feet in width. In the roof of the first 
chambr are three fire holes evidently 
once used by the Indians. 
There 
are right and left passageways In the 
cave leading to larger chambers. 
Located about three 
miles 
from 
Richland, the cave is in the heart of 
a beautiful summer resort section. 
Many people particularly from 
St. 
Louis visit here during the summer 
and the number of campers this sea­ 
son is said to be larger than ever be­ 
fore. 
Nearby 
are Parsons 
Lodge. 
Wildwood, White City, Ozark Springs 
and Paw Paw Lodge. Fishing in the 
Gasconade is fine and yearly this 
district is becoming more popular for 
summer outings. 
Richland itself, located upon the 
Frisco Railroad is a town of 1,000 
population, and boasts 
of 
having 
more miles 
of concrete 
sidewalk 
than any town of its size in the state. 
It claims six miles of concrete side­ 
walk and two miles of curbing 
al­ 
though it has no paved streets. It is 
centrally located in this resort re­ 
gion, and a shipping point for thous­ 
ands of dollars 
worth of 
Pulaski 
county live stock and produce. 
Re­ 
cently the town voted 
$33,000 
in 
bonds for the erection of a new high 
school, in which two new courses 
will be taught this fall, vocational 
agriculture and teachers training. It 
has three churches, and a bank capi­ 
talized at $546,000. It claims to have 
some of the most exquisite scenery 
of the State nearby, and the scenes 
from the high blurts, and along the

which is 131 miles long, was built.

*|*HE Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
* mastic Commerce of the United 
States Department of Commerce 
has just issued an admirable com­ 
mercial and industrial handbook 
on the Dutch East Indies and Brit­ 
ish Malaya, prepared by John A. 
Fowler, Trade Commissioner of the 
Bureau. The most casual study of 
its pages gives the reader a very 
vivid impression of the extraordi­ 
nary variety arid richness of the 
resources of these Dutch East India 
Islands. 
As is well known there 
is In this favored archipelago a 
very considerable production of 
rubber and petroleum, but these 
are single items only in a long list 
of agricultural and mining products 
which the world receives from this 
teeming Dutch colony. 
Nearly half a million acres in 
Java alone are devoted to the pro­ 
duction of sugar and that island 
rarks third among the sugar pro­ 
ducers of the 
world, supplying 
mainly the markets of Japan, Cal­ 
cutta, Great Britain, and Hong­ 
kong, although, when m arket con­ 
ditions are favorable, much Java 
sugar comes to America. 
In addi­ 
tion to sugar plantations, 358,000 
acres of coffee are grown and there 
are 232,813 acres of tea under 
cultivation. 


Government Agricultural Ald 
In the production of these three 
products the planters of the islands 
have been ably assisted by the 
work of the Dutch Agricultural In­ 
formation Service. 
N ew types of 
coffee, 
especially "Liberia” 
and 
“Robusta,” have been introduced 
as a result of experiments conduct­ 
ed under government control, and 
the export of coffee developed until 


it reached a total of 266,000,000 
pounds in 1919. 
The tea industry 
also has profited greatly from the 
establishment of a government tea 
experimental garden and labora 
tory where scientific investigations 
are conducted. 
Quinine 
is 
another Important 
product which the wise Initiative 
of the government introduced into 
the Dutch East Indies from Peru 
as long ago as 1852. 
The soil and 
climate in western Java have been 
found to be very favorable for the 
cultivation of the cinchona tree, 
and in 1919 there were 131 private 
cinchona plantations—five in Su­ 
matra and the remainder in Java. 
Cinchona “gardens” are planted in 
terraces on the steep slopes of the 
mountains. 
Sumatra leaf tobacco is a favor­ 
ite wrapper in the United States 
and commands a high price, while 
European markets absorb large 
amounts of both Java and Sumatra 
tobacco. 
Important 
Source 
of 
Vegetable 
Oils. 
The Islands are also an impor­ 
tant source of supply for vegetable 
oils. 
Most important is coconut 
oil, but the list of oil-bearing seeds 
includes as well soya beans, kapok 
seeds, castor beans, and peanuts. 
Ten to fifteen thousand metric 
tons of kapok, or tree cotton, are 
.annually exported to be used for 
mattresses, life belts, bandages, for 
the manufacture of felt hats and in 
gun cotton factories. 
Java kapok 
is so buoyant that It will carry 


name of the “spice islands.** Three- 
fourths of the world’s pepper is 
produced there, but the list of 
spices, besides black and white 
pepper, also includes chili pepper, 
nutmegs and mace, cloves, cinna­ 
mon barks, cardomons, and arica 
nuts. 
To these products may be 
added the medicinal plants, cubebs, 
and coca leaves, and a great variety 
of essential oils, such as citronella, 
cajeput, patchouli, and cananga oil, 
with lemon grass oil and paimarsa 
oil. 
This varied record of the prod­ 
ucts of these rich islands can be 
continued with a reference to the 
fibres, cotton, sisal, hemp and coir, 
or coconut fibre, and to such forest 
products as rattan, and copal and 
damar, which are used in the manu­ 
facture of varnishes. 
Rich In Mineral Deposit* 
In mining, as in agriculture, the 
Dutch East Indies have long en­ 
joyed the benefits of scientific gov­ 
ernmental development and con­ 
trol. The most Important minerals 
are tin, coal and petroleum, al­ 
though there are also certain iron 
deposits. 
Moreover, lead, copper, 
manganese and tungsten are found 
and diamonds are mined in South 
and East Borneo. 
Coal production in 
1920 was 
978,484 metric tons, and the gov­ 
ernment is now operating three 
mines, two in Sumatra and one 
on 
the small island of Poelcoi 
Laoet, off the south coast of Bor­ 
neo.

Righteous 
Indignation 
(Luke 9:51-50). 
1. Jesus’ Face Set Toward Jerusa­ 
lem (vv. 51-53). He knew what wa* 
before Him. 
H e knew the awful fate 
awaiting Him 
at Jerusalem. 
Even 
though the dark shadow of the cross 
hung across his path He resolutely 
nerved Him self for the ordeal. 
The 
cross was no accident. 
The supreme 
purpose of His coming was to save

This was In the plan of God 
from all eternity. 
The cross la the 
grand center of the Christian religion. 
Everyone who follows Jesus must take 
ap his cross.

The same John who 
wished to call down fire upon the In­ 
hospitable Samaritans now was en­ 
gaged In the tenderest act of human 
affection. 
He 
was caring for the 
mother of his Lord. The reason Jesua 
entrusted her to John was thee He 
knew his real heart of love. 
He knew 
that John's experience was such that 
he could enter Into full sympathy with 
her in her great sorrow. 
IV. Test of Divine Birth (I John 
4:7,8). 
John’s experiences in life were such 
that now near the close of his life he 
declared that the supreme test of fel­ 
lowship in the divine life Is love.
